designated 'to institutions' "which' meet the requirements for their 
security and safety needs,, and other correctional administrative 
factors* 

Due to the activation of USP Hazelton, it was necessary to transfer 
inmates currently housed at facilities throughout the Federal Bureau 
of Prisons based on the criteria outlined, above. '. The inmates 
selected were identified as those having a positive, institutional 
adjustment. Additionally,. USP Atlanta has had a change of mission 
from a high security facility to a lesser security facility, of which 
Gordon does not classify in accordance with the above referenced 
Program Statement. Additionally, Gordon's transfer to USP Hazelton, 
favorably places him in a closer proximity to his family members in
